Mr. George A. Bayne, C. E., of Harris 
Bayne & Young, civil engineers, has fur- 
nished us with the following statement 
in cegard to the projected Nelson Valley 
Railway scheme. 1t will be found inter- 
esting in view of a renewed agitation for 
a railway to Hudson's Bay, Mr. B.

A Montrealer’s Tour Through the ** ‘reat 


Loac Land” Sain Cause of Dissatistac.

Mr. David Seath,who has just returned 
from asix weeks’ sojourn in Manitoba 
and the North West, where he went with 
Colonel Butler, author of the *‘ The Great 
Lone Land,” to inspect the lands of the 
Land and Colonization Company ef 
Canada, states that he had a most delight- 
fultrip. The tract secured by this com- 
pany is on the North Saskatchewan river 
about 500 miles north-west of Winnipeg. 
They took the Canadian Pacific railway 
from Winnipeg as far as Qu'Appelle 
station, about 80 miles east of Regina, 
and from there drove to Prince Albert, 
275 miles, with the four horse mail stage | 
and took seven days in making the trip. 
They passed through the Qu’Appelle 
Valley, a well wooded, fine farming | 
country with rolling prairie,and thea 
the Touchwood Hills 
range, in which 


a fairly wooded 
vicinity there are quite 
a number of well-to-do scttlers. From 
thence they crossed ‘the salt plain,’ a 
wide belt of treeless country, which will 

eventually be rendered tit for settlement. | 
The Valley of the Saskatchewan was | 
then reached, which is reported to be a | 
very fine farming country ; settlers are | 
already coming in.
